Wild Indians and want of trans- 
portation account tor tha delay, for it bos 
been known for over a century thaf the 
region was rick m minerals :i Indeed, any ex- 
pert in mining can see that this is a mining 
country, for the exposed rocks show it. & 
the /Jeep cuts one may see granite, slate and 
quartzita, and all the schistose and meta- 
morphic rocks which indicate the Ticlnity, 
or at least the strong probability, of the pre- 
cious metals 
But there are many very sud- 


den changes m the rock of this territory 
Nearly all the high plam in the northern 
part— 6,000 01 7,000 feet above the sea and 
BOO miles fi om east to west — ia in a sand- 
stone formation, and so there is nothing better 
to be hoped for than thinecams of coal and 
iron. 


The big Colorado, ho we\ or, cuts eo deep 


that you can find all the rocks m to walls, 
and I have bean at one place on that river 
where the southeast wall showed from top 
to bottom 
these changes— soft limestone, 


dork sandstone, red sandstone, gypsum, very

It is 
a very hot country m tho low plains and not 
at all cool on tho plateaus in the day time, 
but tho nights got very cold I have-known tho 
mercury to vary 40 degs from noon to mid- 
night f 01 many days together in Juno and 
July 
Hot days and cold nights turn a man 


brown veiy fast, and I don't think one of 
average health would over got f at i ill this 
country 
Indeed, I think tl o clifflatoihas a 


tendency to mal»e a fellow lean and^lathy 
like tho wild Indiana 


I alwaj s ha 1 a great curiosity aboui^ the 


Indians, and In 1872 I made a long tl ip across 
theTSTavajo eountiy, and spent many weeks 
idling among that people and tho Zurns and 
Moquis. But you cannot tell much about 
Indians fi om what they say now 
So many 


travelers and missionaries have been among 
them, and they have heard so much about 
what white people expect them to say, that 
they manufacture it to suit tho market You 
have to got an old and mighty honest Indian 
(as Indians ^0) if you got their real judgment 
about such things as -hoavon and hell, a Cre- 
ator and a hereafter 
I have heard and road 


a gioat deal nbout a deep religious instinct 
among the Indians , but those who found it 
had bcttei luck than I evoi -did. I Jbave 
seen all tho ti ibes from Winnipeg to Chi- 
huahua, and I never saw au Indian pray 
And as far as people have told mo who did 
see it and hear their prayers, they only 
prayed when they wanted something very 
bad— game or flsh or vengeance 
As near as 


I can make out, they have an idea that it is 
very rude and ill mannered to bother their 
gods unless there is an extreme necessity for 
it, and I am told by those who understand 
tho language that they generally wind up a 
prayer with a solemn promise that if their 
god will help them out this time they will 
not ask him again for ever so long! My 
guess would bo that the Indians oro mostly 
fatalists. _

tho Russian post route is a very different 
thing from the old English post route, and 
that the Russian horse oppress diffeis widely, 
not only fiom our own western ''pony ex- 
press," but from tho horse expresses of most 
other counti les Tho characteristic f catui e of 
tho west Eui opcan and Americans systems is 
tho stage coa' h or diligence, winch leaves cer- 
tain places at certain stated hours, or( in 
other words, : uns upon a prearranged tune 
schedule. It is precisely this feature which 
tho Russian system does cot have 
Thero 


ai o, gonci ally speaking, no stage coach lines 
in Russia, tho \ohicles which carry tho mails 
do not cairy passeugms, and, away from tho 
railroads, there is no such thing as traveling 
upon a fixed time schedule 
You aio never 


obliged, therefore, to wait for a public con- 
veyance whieh leaves at a certain stated hour, 
and then go through to your destination itf 
that coin 03 ancc stopping when ib stops and 
staiting when it starts, without regard to 
yom own health, comfort or convenience 


On the control y, you may ride in your 


own sleigh or cairiago, and havo it drawn 
by post horses 
You may travel at tho rato 


of 175 miles in twenty four hours, or twenty- 
four miles m 175 hours, just as you feel in- 
clined 
You may stop when you like, where 


you like, and for as long a time as you like, 
and wheu you are ready to move on you have 
only to oidoi out youi horses and get into 
your vehicle It makes no difloi enco in what

THE THJBD PABTT FAUsACT. 


An Important Open Letter troai the Head of 


the Iowa Temperance Alliance. 


WATERLOO, IOWA, Aug. 7.—The Bev. 


Dr. Fellows of this city, president of the 
State Temperance Alliance, to-day issued 
an open letter to the Prohibitionists of 
Iowa on the subject of the third party 
movement. After assuming that afl de- 
sire to use the best possible means to 
overthrow the rum traffic he says: 


The question before us is a practical 


one—a question of means, not of ends; a 
question of judgment rather than of con- 
science; a question of method as to what 
is the wisest course and what are the beet 
means to bring about the extermination 
of the liquor traffic. The end for which 
we strive includes three elements: 


1. An 
enlightened 
public opinion 


which will neither patronize, support, nor 
tolerate such traffic in the State or Na- 
tion. 


2. Prohibitory laws in both State and 


Nation answering to such public opinion. 


3. The enforcement of such prohibi- 
tion laws. 
DHe adds that without the first the sec- 
ond would be useless, and might be harm- 
ful, and the third would be impossible, 
while to seek the second and third at the 
expense of the first would be unwise. 
He then considers at some length the 
partisan and non-partisan methods of se- 
curing the desired results. He ciies the 
history of the old Abolition part.p, art 
says that anti-slavery leaders hk« Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips 
and Oliver Johnson opposed the forma- 
tion of an abolition party, never united 
with it, and thought it wisest and best to 
remain in the old party and work for the 
reform until a public sentiment opposed 
to slavery could be secured. In closing 
his letter he says: 


"Will any one say in the light of subse- 


quent history that those leaders did 
wrong in refusing to support and aban- 
doning a political organization when, as 
they believed, the organization tended to 
divide their forces, aMenate their friends, 
and strengthen their enemies?" 


Prohibitionists, he cays, should con- 


sider well these lessons before they cast 
their votes tliis fall. Dr. Fellows says 
that ho will issue two more open letters 
treating upon other phases of the sub- 
ject. 
These letters, coming' from the 


official head of the Iowa Temperance Al- 
liance, will attract considerable attention. 
A Democratic Estimate of Fifer.
